A Very General Condemnation of tbe 


Kind of Monroeism Involved—An In-

Enujr,. March J.—The North Ger- 


man Cazette, commenting upon the 
demonstration in Barcelona Sunday, 
Bays that Spaing indignation and ex- 
citement, are quite natural and cor- 
rect. Nobody in the meantime, how- 


ver, need look upon the reported in- 
creased armament of Npain a^ trugic. 
Still if President Cleveland should fol- 
low up the sonnte s request and recog- 
nize the Cuban rcbi'ls at, belligerents 
before the negotiations between Wash- 
ington and Madrid upon the subject 
are ended, then the negotiations ought 
to be terminated. 


The Frankfort Xeitting asserts that 


secret negotiations are proceeding be- 
tween France and Spain with the ob- 
ject, on the part of Spain, of procuring 
the intervention oi France against the 
United Stateh 


The Loltal An/.c'igei' bays that the 


action of the United Stateb senate in 
regard to Cuba has resulted naturally 
in an explosion of Spanish national in- 
dignation on the part of the govern- 
ment and the people in defense of the 
Spanish nag in Luba to the la&t ex- 
tremity 


The Leipzeiger Nuehrichten says 


that America mav be right from tlie 
American and Monroe point of view, 
but her course is not based upon any 
policy other than the American na- 
tional one. 


The l-.okal An/.ciger, the Post and 


the Kerlmer Ncuste Nachrichtcd ex- 
press the opinion that the vote on th« 
Cuban resolution in the United States 
senate ought to have for Spain the im- 
mediate bhhbful consequence of the 
nation's being aroused to vindicate its 
existence—to show that is not stone 
dead, instead of wasting itb powers in 
party squabbles. 


Germauia expresses the hope that 


the United .States will recognize the 
tne fact that the Spanish cxcitment is 
justified, and treat it with coolness 
and 'calmness. 


The Boursen Courier says that the 


United States government is driving 
toward a conflict uith Spain. This 
and other agitations give proof that a 
militia system is no measure of safety 
against the warlike tendencies which 
are supposed to be possessed chiefly 
by countries requiring compulsory and 
universal military duty. 


The Beichsbote declares that no 


Spanish government can give up Cuba. 
The United States senate, the paper 
thinks, has made a gross attack upon 
Spain which will create a serious con- 
flict unless the American government 
tries to avoid going to extremes. 


A FAR-REACHING DECISION 


That Fraudulent Importer* Will Do Well 


to Take Into Account. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—In the case 


of the United States vs. Zucker & 
Josephy, a decision of far-reaching 
importance was made by the supreme 
court of the United States yesterday, 
Justice Harlan announcing the opin- 
ion. The case was one where the 
United States sought to enforce the 
forfeiture of certain merchandise be- 
cause of fraudulent invoice filed by 
the importers. 


In the trial, the United States sought 


to introduce affidavits taken in France, 
after notice to the defendants, as to 
the value of the goods in question, but 
it was ruled out on objection of de- 
fendants' counsel upon the ground that 
although the proceeding was civil in 
form, it was in substance a criminal 
case and therefore that the defendants 
had a right to be confronted by the 
the witnesses against them. 


The United States appealed to the 


supreme court of the United States 
from this decision of the district court 
of New York, because if that wore the 
law, tne government would be prac- 
tically precluded from enforcing that 
section of the customs administrative 
act providing for the forfeiture of 
goods in such cases. Justice Uarlan, 
however, ruled that tbe proceeding 


is purely civil, and that t.ie djfond- 


a-nts were not entitled to be confronted 
by the witnesses, but their evidence 
conld be taken in affidavits. The de- 
eiuon of the court below was reversed. 


/L special Committee to (nTeirlcmta tha 
Condition of Affair* In Alabama. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The senate 


committee on privileges and elections 
yesterday morning, by a strict party 
vote, ordered a favorable report on 
the resolution to investigate the con- 
dition of affairs in Alabama, and the 
legality of the seat of Senator Mor- 
gan from that state. The committee 
will be a special committee of five 
members, whose duty it will be to in- 
vestigate tho political autonomy of 
the state and the legality of the elec- 
tion of the members of the state leg- 
ialatnre by whose votes the election 
oi Senator Morgan was had.

The Action of the house Monday in 


adopting the joint resolution recogniz- 
ing the belligerency of the Cuban pa- 
triots, coupled with the action of the 
senate,

that both branches are practically unan 
imous ia the opinion that the Cubans 
are entitled to au even show in their war 
with tii* Spanish government. In the 
senate only ai:c votes were cast against 
this fair proposition, and in tho house 
only 16 votes wen recorded in the nega 
tive. What to9 house will do with the 
senate reaatatiim or what the senate will 
do with the house Resolution, or what 
the president rilt do with either remains 
to be seen. 


The action ol' the house in calling up 


it* own resolution when the senate reso 
•ution was in the house, indicates that 
the house prefers it* own to that of the 
senate. Nor IH there lacking evidence 
that the senate will prefer the house 
resolution to its owr. as passed. In the 
foreign affaire committee of the senate 
Cameron's renoiutino declaring Cuba 
free was rejected, but that gentleman 
succeeded in ticking it to the resolution 
In the senate, which was agraed'to by 
tho committee, as an amendment The 
original senate resolution simply recog 
nises the belligerency of the Cuban pa 
triote. The house resolution goes no 
farther than ttis, which ia as far aa the 
Cuban* them>«lve* want this country 
to go. They a-e not certain that) they 
desire Independence, but they do want 
• hone government conducted by their 
own people.

Easter Sunday this year falls on April 


5th and Shrove Tuesday, the close of 
the carnival season in Franco and the 
Latin countries, fell on February 28. 
The establishment of the Christian fes- 
tival of Easter, typical of the resurrec- 
tion of the Lord, Was a matter of much 
controversy in the church foi centuries, 
but waa finally established by the'Gre- 
gorian calendar, adopted ,by the Roman 
church in 1752, and Easter is always the 
irst Sunday after the full moon which 
happens upon or next after March "21, 
which date is the beginning of the 
ecclesiastical year. Therefore the earli- 
est date on< which Easter may occur is 
March 22d. If the full moon should 
occur on March 31, Easter ie the follow- 
ng Sunday. Tho latast date upon 
which tho festival may fall is April 2T>. 
In 1861 and 1818 Kaster fell on March 
22, but that will *0t occur again in this 
or the next century. In 188G it fell on 
April 25 and will do so again in 1913.

GATHERED IN VENEZUELA. 
The Federation of states which now
